WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 
Harry F. Byrd J r . is demanding 
the same kind of fiscal respon­ 
sibility his tother advocated as 
the price of cooperation with 
President Johnson. 
Congratulating the 50-year^Jld 
Virginia Democrat on his ap­ 
pointment to fill the seat Sen. 
Harry F .B yrd, 78, resigned last 
Thursday, Johnson said in a 
telegram 
he wants to work 
closely with tile new senator. 
On this score, Byrd made it 
plain he will apply as his tother 
did before him the yardstick of 
how much Johnson's program s 
will cost and how they will be 
paid for. 
The younger Byrd said John­ 
son has his support in the 
course the President 
is pur­ 
suing in the Viet nam w ar. But 
on the domestic front, the new 
senator said he will examine 
each White House legislative 
proposal on its m erits but will 
not be com m itted in advance 
to 
blanket 
opposition to the 
"G reat Society** program s. 


The 
elder Byrd, who sat 
beaming as his senatorial suc­ 
cesso r son was interviewed Sun­ 
day at Rosemont, the fam ily 
home in Berryville, Va., has 
gone down the line in opposition 
to practically all of the social 
w elfare legislation Johnson has 
sponsored. 


Hie junior Byrd made it clear 
that while he expects to follow 
the course hewed out by his to­ 
ther in 32 years in the Senate, 
he regards him self as a for­ 
ward-looking 
conservative in 
tune with the changing tim es 
and conditions. 


Byrd will be running in the 
Virginia prim ary next July not 
only on the Byrd name but on 
the record he hopes to make in 
six months as a senator. 
On budget balancing, the new 
senator said, "I feel that sooner 
o r la ter we^l need to put our 
fiscal house In a little better 
o rd er and I hope that a sta rt 
can be made toward bringing 
the budget into balance."

WASHINGTON (AP) — D r. 
Samuel H. Sheppard, form er 
Cleveland osteopath, was grant­ 
ed today a hearing on a new ap­ 
peal to the Supreme Court from 
his conviction and life sentence 
fo r the slaying of his firs t wife. 
Sheppard pressed in the new 
appeal a contention that public­ 
ity about his case made It im ­ 
possible to impanel a fair and 
im partial jury. 
H e high tribunal in 1956 re­ 
fused to review Sheppard's trial 
and his unsuccessful appeals to 
Ohio state courts. He then be­ 
gan habeas corpus proceedings 
in low er federal courts. Losing 
in this move, Sheppard again 
appealed to the Supreme Court. 
His first wife, M arilyn, was 
pregnant when she was beaten 
to death in 1954 in their hom e. 
Sheppard said she was killed by 
a bushy-haired intruder. 


A 
sim ilar order to Proctor 
was issued in 1963. 
H e Justice Departm ent said 
P roctor was a mem ber of the 
Communist 
p arty 's 
national 
com m ittee and was on the New 
York State governing board. 
The Communist party of New 
York expelled A lbertson on July 
7, 1964, calling him a "police 
ag en t." He asked, how ever,that 
the Supreme Court rule in his 
case as well as that of P roctor. 
A lbertson and P roctor ap­ 
pealed to the high tribunal after 


the UJS. Court of Appeals here 
upheld the board ord ers. 
H e y contended the Individual 
registration requirem ent vio­ 
lates the Fifth Amendment priv­ 
ilege against self-incrim ination 
and impinges on F irst Amend­ 
ment rights of freedom of be­ 
lief and association.

One woman was 
reported injured slightly. 
Meanwhile, the UJ5. govern­ 
ment began a sealift of refu­ 
gees from M atanzas, Cuba. H e 
chartered excursion boat Skip­ 
per K took 108 Cubans to Key 
W est, Fla., Saturday night and 
another 94 Sunday. 
H e State Departm ent had no 
comment on C astro 's charge of 
UJ>. responsibility for the straf­ 
ing attack early Sunday. But 
Cuban exile sources in Miami 
said it was the work of RECE 
—the Cuban Representation in 
Exile—and that the two boats 
returned safely to their base 
"som ew here in the C aribbean." 
H e 
Communist newspaper 
Granma said M rs. Rosa Reyes 
Almaguer was hit in the left 
foot by a 50-caliber machine­ 
gun bullet while she was asleep 
in her apartm ent building. No 
other casualties were reported. 
C astro, in a nationally tele­ 
vised speech, said gunfire from 
one of the boats was intended 
to hit the w aterfront residence 
of President Osvaldo Dorticos 
but 
hit the nearby National 
Aquarium instead. H e newspa­ 
per said Dorticos was at home 
at the tim e. 
Waving his arm s, C astro said: 
"Whom can we make responsi­ 
ble for these stupidities except 


the government of the United 
S tates? Whom can we blame ex­ 
cept the CIA which has spon­ 
sored all types of stupidities 
against this country?"

R epresentatives of 97 public 
institutions a re gathered here 
for the annual meeting of the 
National Association of State 
U niversities and Land • Grant 
Colleges which opened today. 
H e state universities and 
land - grant colleges a re expec­ 
ted to play the major role in 
translating into action the "U r­ 
ban Community S ervices" leg­ 
islation passed by the last ses­ 
sion of Congress. 
H e program was suggested 
by President Johnson last year 
and the legislation, part of the 
higher education act of 1965, 
provides federal funds for ex­ 
panding 
university 
extension 


work into urban are a s. 
C . Bruce Ratchford, v icep re­ 
sident for extension at the Uni­ 
versity of M issouri, told in a 
news conference Sunday: 


"E ach of our institutions has 
a faculty which covers every 
are a of human concern. For 
y ears we have been involved In 
solving the problem s of agricul­ 
tu re, and now we a re becoming 
Involved in the problem s of the 
great urban areas. 
“ We've been doing a great job 
with few resources. Now th e re 's 
real assistance coming from the 
federal government, and we ful­ 
ly expect to do even b etter.” 


''W e can't do the job alo n e," 
Ratchford said. "B ut what the 
universities are uniquely quali­ 
fied to do is help the people who 
have to do the job. We can up­ 
grade the perform ance of the of­ 
ficials in the big citie s.

As flam es swept the 
white-hulled vessel, W ise, purs­ 
e r aboard the ship, said he was 
picked up by a lifeboat from the 
Bahama S tar. 
An East Cleveland, Ohio, cou­ 
ple, w h o lost their eyeglasses as 
the ship sank, said finding a 


lifeboat w asn't that easy. 
"W e asked several passing 
crew m en, who wore lifejackets, 
'w here is a 
lifeboat?"

Dale Herm an. "Some didn't pay 
any attention to us, but one 
pointed to

companionway 
leading up to the deck." 
T erry Eliseunson, 22, a St. 


Paul, Minn., secretary, said she 
and a girl friend opened their 
stateroom doors to find the co r­ 
ridor so full of smoke that they 
despaired of leaving that way. 
"I smashed the porthole with 
my fis t," she said. "O ne crew 
m em ber said we might as well 
give up hope and die because

The coming of fall brings a twinge of regret

Robert Burns, as was his wont, had a more 
affirmative statement of dislike: 
When chill November’s surly blast 
Made fields and forests bare. 
But the negative statement seem s to fit the 
mood of the month better. After a summer full 
of growth and activity, and an October gay with 
fall events and colored foliage, November seem s 
to be a time of waiting for winter. We seem to 
have left one season, yet are not quite ready for 
another. 
Ahead are the festivals of Thanksgiving and 
Christm as, and all the myriad indoor activities 
of an active and cultured society. Ahead are win­ 
ter sports on ice and snow. But first com es 
November, with its dreary, conditioning wait.

The business community is offended by P resi­ 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson’s announcement thai 
aluminum will be sold from the federal gov­ 
ernm ent’s stockpile. 
Administration officials have denied that this 
action was taken to counter aluminum price 
increases announced by several producers. 
This is hogwash. The action will tend to force 
the price down and the action is retaliatory. 
Still the Johnson administration action is in 
line with its desire to control inflation and 
since the federal government bought the alu­ 
minum in the stockpile it certainly has the right 
to sell it when it pleases. 
What offends the business community is the 
one-sided exertion of anti-inflationary power 
by the administration. The administration itself 
is the worse offender of all as an inflationary 
force. It is expanding federal spending on a 
wide front and otherwise priming the nation’s 
economic pump in prosperous tim es. 
The administration also asks industry to hold 
down prices without exerting any corresponding 
restraint on union labor’s wage demands. 
Nobody but the most ardent Johnson adm inistra­ 
tion supporter would argue that the recent wage 
settlem ent in the steel industry, imposed with 
direct intervention by the President, was any­ 
thing le ss than inflationary and imposed without 
regard to guidelines the President him self had 
earlier espoused. 
Both aluminum and steel, whose production 
workers enjoy sim ilar top pay, fringe benefits 
and working conditions, have been comparatively 
depressed industries in recent tim es. 
They have not been free to raise prices to 
increase their profits to the level of other 
industries participating in prosperity. 
They have been badgered by comparatively low 
profit margins while paying inflationary wages 
and fringe benefits as industrial pacemakers. 
Two presidents - - the late John F. Kennedy 
and Johnson - - have used the enormous power 
of the federal government to prevent them 
from 
raising prices while they were being 
squeezed by high wage costs, tough foreign 
competition, high costs in converting to auto­ 
mation and other adverse economic factors. 
Before the late President Kennedy verbally 
slapped down the nation’s steelm akers, extrem e­ 
ly high costs were being forced on the industry 
by 
inflationary wage 
settlem ents fully sup­ 
ported not only 
by the federal government 
but by public opinion. 
We recall the prelude to one of these settle­ 
m ents. 
Big Steel had reported record earnings for 
a quarter. 
One of the main factors which 
produced these earnings was industrial stock­ 
piling of steel 
in anticipation of a strike. 
Many1 persons looked at the quarterly profit 
figures and immediately concluded that steel’s 
profits were too high and that the steel union’s 
demands were reasonable and should be met. 
Among those who expressed this view to us 
w ere a school superintendent and an account 


' 
executive for 
a stock brokerage firm —two 
men whose education and experience should 
have enabled them to express a more rea­ 
soned, temperate and balanced view. 
Then followed the Kennedy confrontation of the 
steel industry in which he denounced a price 
increase as “ irresponsible defiance” and “ ruth­ 
less disregard” of duty. 
Business turned sour on him and the steel 
industry never has recovered from the blows 
struck by him and by public opinion as typically 
but not fairly expressed by the school superin­ 
tendent and the stock broker. 
Johnson’s approach is quieter and smoother 
and not as offensive. 
But the fact remains that the federal govern­ 
ment is tolerant of wage and consumer in­ 
flation but 
is 
intolerant of industrial price 
inflation. 
Industries like individuals need to make a profit. 
For one thing their profits should be healthy 
to permit them to grow, to modernize and to 
provide more employment. 
They must be able to do this and to com­ 
pete in order to survive. 
A one-sided national economic policy is self 
defeating. It, in the last analysis, injures the 
very people 
it superficially, 
at least, and 
inconsistently seeks to help.

EXONERATED 
The most famous 
fine ever 
assessed on a congressman for 
illegal hunting has not only 
been nol-pressed but finally 
cleared up. 
It Involves Rep. Bob Sikes of 
Western Florida, a man who 
loves to hunt and who has taken 
a vigorous stand In Congress 
against any regulation of fire­ 
arms under the Dodd Bill. Sikes 
Is a part-time major general 
In the reserves, and an expert 
with a shotgun. Hunting on the 
vast Alabama estate of ex- 
Congressman Frank Boykin of 
Mobile in April 1964, Con­ 
gressman Sikes, together with 
Gen. Nathan Twining, former 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, Ed Ball of Jacksonville, 
Fla., and R. A. Learnard, vice 
president of Alcoa, was ar­ 
rested for shooting turkey over 
a baited field. 
Host of the hunt, ex-Congress- 
man Boykin, 
like a proper 
Southern gentleman, didn’t want 
to trouble his guests over the 
hunting violation so sent Dick 
Boykin to the county court­ 
house In Chatom to pay the 
fines. It was all supposed to 
be handled very discreetly, but 
a reporter recognized the big 
names on the court record and 
wrote a story that went out on 
the Associated Press wire all 


over the country. 
Sikes was all upset over the 
publicity and thereafter began 
a series of legal manipula­ 
tions to change the court rec­ 
ord. No less than the head of 
Alabama’s Game and Fish De­ 
partment, Charles Kelley, came 
all the way from Motgomery to 
Chatom to be ready to testify 
in person that he was satisfied 
Sikes was innocent. 
WEARY JUDGE 
The judge in the case hopes 
she never hears of Congress­ 
man Sikes again. She Is Judge 
Georgina Wood of Washington 
County, Ala., 
who told this 
column 
plaintively: “ I have 
heard about this case from 
Canada to California. I have 
heard about it two times aweek 
for a year.” 
On Kelley’s 
say-so, 
the 
charges were dropped against 
Sikes and other out-of-staters 
with the $50 fines refunded. 
Though the other distinguished 
guests got their names cleared 
too, Judge Wood recalls that 
most of the clamor came from 
Congressman Sikes. 
“So far as my court is con­ 
cerned,” she said wearily, “he 
was cleared.” 
The congressman didn’t de­ 
mand any retraction from the 
Associated Press after It car­ 
ried the story of his guflty plea 
on April 21, 1964. But after 
Jack Anderson, on October ll, 
noted the $50 fine and guilty 
plea In reporting on Sikes’ op­ 
position to the registration of 
firearms under the Dodd Bill, 
the congressman started burn­ 
ing up the wires to Alabama 
authorities. One letter he pro­ 
duced from Willbm G. 0*Rear, 
chief attorney fox the Alabama 
Department of Conservation, 
read; 
“Dear 
Congressman 
Sikes: This letter is for the 
purpose of confirming my tele­ 
gram to you of October ll, 
1965 concerning an Alabama 
game 
law violation 
charge 
against you. The records of this 
office Indicate the charge was 
nol -pressed.” 
Accordingly, this column Is 
delighted to state for the record 
that the congressman did not 
plead guilty to charges of hunt­ 
ing turkey over a baited field 
and that the charge against him 
was nol-pressed.

President To Interrupt Re­ 
cuperation: 
Fly 
to 
Labor 
Parly To Pledge Tough Fight 
For Them In Congress 
Washington, D. C.: — Even 
in the most cynical of labor 
circles they say that Lyndon 
Johnson’s word Is his bond and 
no one need knock twice at any 
White House door to have it 
redeemed. 
This the President will prove 
early next month when he inter­ 
rupts his rest and recuperation 
to fly 1,800 miles from the 
ranch to San Francisco. There 
he 
will, 
amid 
tumultuous 
cheers, renew his pledges to 
labor as he addresses the na­ 
tional AFL-CIO convention. 
This will be his first speech 
to such a gathering of the 800 
to 900 men who are the real 
power base of American labor. 
They are the national presidents 
and 
their lmmeldate palace 
guards. 
Scores of them are his per­ 
sonal friends, and by this trip 
President Johnson will remind 
them that he Is theirs and that 
a friend in power Is not a friend 
lost. 
He has not forgotten that some 
of the labor chiefs — though 
certainly 
not 
all — strode 
vigorously with him when he 
was out of fashion only some 30 
months ago. 
There was that night of April 
18, 1963, when the U. S. Dept. 
of Labor celebrated Its 50th 
Anniversary. There were mass 
banquets all over the nation. 
The then vice president was 
hardly permitted to be seen, 
much less heard from at these 
assemblages. 
The agendas at the huge Astor 
and Waldorf dinners In New 
York City ran on a mimeo­ 
graphed minute -by - minute 
timetable. 
At 8:55 p.m. according to the 
instructions from some bureau­ 
crat: “ Presentation of Portfolio 
to Secretary Wlrtz. . .Mention 
the fact that you thought he 
would like to have a memento 
of this evening, and read tele­ 
gram from President Kennedy. 
Also, lf time permits, message 
from Vice-President Johnson.” 
It was not read. For at 9:00 
p.m. 
Carol Lawrence 
was 
scheduled to sing. 
Some of Mr. Johnson’s aides 
recall well the angry words 
spoken the next day by some of 
the President’s labor friends. 
This is but one Incident of many. 
But he did learn who his friends 
were. Now he is theirs on a 
man-to-rnan basis, though he 


is aware that modern politics 
Is at bottom a struggle not of 
men but of forces. 
Lyndon wants these men and 
forces with him. He pledged 
he would fight for the repeal of 
“ Forteen B.” He gave his word 
he would battle for “ common 
situs” picketing (the right of 
a union to picket all gates of a 
construction 
project thus af­ 
fecting all contractors though 
the union involved is battling 
with only one company). He 
promised wider minimum wage 
coverage. He said he would get 
bigger and steadier and longer 
unemployment insurance. 
His speech to the 
national 
AFL-CIO 
convention 
which 
opens on Dec. 9 Is not yet 
written. But It Is no lottery- 
odds chance to wager that he 
will renew most of these pro­ 
mises In his talk. 
It is opined that he would 
not break his post-operative 
rest with the arduous trip and 
handshaking, 
hand - tugging, 
which will occur on the con­ 
vention stage, if he were not 
going to commit himself to their 
battle. It Is expected he will 
assert that the struggle will 
begin In the reconvened Con­ 
gress during its earliest days. 
Mr. Johnson would not take 
this time out of the tensions of 
a war, or the strains of budget 
making, 
or the Intensity of 
molding the next State of the 
Union speech, lf he did not in­ 
tend to say he would push their 
prime 
demands through the 
early part of the session. 
He wrote a somewhat similar 
pledge Into the last State of the 
Union message. It Is expected 
that he will again write into It 
a direct reference to the need 
for repeal of the ban on the 
union shop. 
He will fly to the San Fran­ 
cisco convention to show the 
flag, as the British say. It is 
no journey to Canossa. It Is 
no mere political journey—for 
It is a long way to the next 
national balloting. 
It is a declaration of mutual 
dependence --the bond which 
exists between himself and the 
leaders of labor. It is a strong­ 
er bond than any which haft 
ever existed between an Amer­ 
ican President and American 
labor. 
It is the President’s way of 
saying: these are my friends; 
we have a job to do together; 
we will do It. 
And that’s a mighty powerful 
backfield. Everett Dlrksen will 
need a mighty sturdy line.

Coach Bob De winey has his 
fourth bowl team In four years 
at Nebraska and Coach Dan 
Devine his fourth bowl team In 
eight years at Missouri, to give 
the Big Eight two representa­ 
tives in the traditional N e w 
Y ear's Day games for the first 
time In its history. 
Nebraska's unbeaten Huskers, 
ranked No. 3 in tile nation, were 
pushed to the limit before get­ 
ting a last-minute 21-17 victory 
at Oklahoma Skate. The Husk­ 
ers voted for an Orange Bowl 
trip. 
Ninth-ranked Missouri smash­ 
ed a 20-year hex and rode into 
the Sugar Bowl by crushing Ok­ 
lahoma 30-0 at Columbia. It was 
M issouri's first victory 
over 
Oklahoma at Columbia since 
1954. MU*s most lopsided vic­ 
tory in the long series and Okla­ 
homa's worst conference defeat 
since 1928. 
The Big Eight landed two 
team s in major bowls in five 
seasons-1948, 1949, 1961, 1962 
and 1963—but each time it was 
one New Year's game at the 
Sugar, Orange or Cotton clas­ 
sics in combination with either 
Gator Bowl or Bluebonnet Bowl. 
Missouri is making its ninth 
bowl trip and Nebraska its six­ 
th. M issouri's likely opponent is 
Florida. Nebraska will probably 
play Alabama. 
Improving Colorado, a 2-8 
team under Eddie Crowder the 
past two seasons, clinched third 
place in the Big Eight at 4-2-1 
by defeating stubborn Kansas 
21-14 at Boulder. Iowa State, 
last place a year ago, finished 
3-3-1 in the Big Eight by pound­ 
ing Kansas State 38-6 at Ames. 
Missouri needs a victory over 
traditional rival Kansas at Law­ 
rence Saturday to finish 7-2-1 
for the season. Nebraska must 
get by Oklahoma at Lincoln 
Thanksgiving Day for its first 
perfect season since 1915. 
In other games Saturday Iowa 
State can finish 6-3-1, its second 
best mark under Clay Stapleton 
with a victory at New Mexico. 
Colorado can finish 6-2-2, best 
since the 1961 title team, by win­ 
ning at Air Force. Seventh-place 
OSU meets last-place K-Stateat 
Stillwater. 
"A bowl game is a reward 
for a successful season,” said 
Devaney when asked about why 
his players didn't go for a re- 
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peat trip to the Cotton Bowl 
to play Arkansas. 
"Tile day the players can't de­ 
cide whethere they want to play 
bowl games should be forgot­ 
ten.'' 
Nebraska drove 7 5 yards and 
scored with 38 seconds left. Ok­ 
lahoma State fullback W a l t 
Garrison, who had 121 yards, 
ran to the Husker 5 as the 
game ended. 
Missouri’s Gary Lane moved 
within 12 yards of 3,000 in car­ 
eer total offense with a 155-yard 
day . OU linelacker Carl Mc­ 
Adams didn't play. 
Iowa State’s Tim Van Galder 
passed for 293 yards, a school 
mark. 
"Kansas can tie a ribbon 
around its entire season by 
beating a bowl team ," Devine 
said.

The Illusion 
That Kills 


A basic cause of the tragedies 
which occur when hunters mis­ 
take other hunters for game 
and shoot them, and the means 
of prevention, have been re­ 
vealed 
dramatically In unre­ 
lated scientific experiments by 
Harvard 
University and 
the 
Massachusetts 
Division 
of 
Fisheries and Game. The com­ 
bined findings, of utmost im­ 
portance to hunters and game 
departments everywhere, are 
described in a story titled "A 
Thing Called Early Blur." 
Written by Frank Woolner, a 
W orcester, 
Massachusetts, 
newspaperman, the story re­ 
veals that the major cause of the 
tragedies are amazing halluci­ 
nations which make it possible 
for any intelligent person, given 
a combination of normal phy­ 
sical and mental factors, to see 
a deer where no deer exists. 
The suggested cure lies in the 
effective use of a man - made 
color which will frustrate the 
factors fostering the halluci­ 
nations. 
The man largely responsible 
for recognizing the importance 
to hunters of the two seem­ 
ingly 
unrelated 
research 
studies involving color and hu­ 
man 
preception is Jack Wool­ 
ner. He is audio-visual aids 
superintendent of the Massa­ 
chusetts Division of Fisheries 
and game and the 
author’s 
brother. Jack Woolner had been 
closely associated with vision 
experts of the American Opti­ 
cal Company and U.S. Strategic 
Army Command troops in a 
series of color tests run at 
Fort Devens, Massachusetts, 
in 1959. These tests proved that 
fluorescent blaze orange was 
the color most likely to insure 
safety for deer hunters in the 
woods. 
As a result, in 1962 Massa­ 
chusetts enacted a law which 
required hunters to wear 200 
square Inches of fluorescent 
blaze orange (or red) material 
about the head and shoulders 
during the deer season. Follow­ 
ing this the Bay State went 
through three successive deer- 
hunting seasons without a single 
casualty in the mistaken-for- 
game category. 
About the time the Fort Devens 
color tests were being run, Dr. 
Jerome S. Bruner and Dr. Mary 
Potter, research psychologists 
associated with Harvard Uni­ 
versity’s Center for Cognitive 
Studies, were involved in a study 
of 
preception, including the 
ability of the human eye to 
recognize various objects. 
They rigged a slide projector 
and displayed transparencies on 
a screen. Persons viewing them 
first saw pictures that were in­ 
tentionally hopelessly blurred. 
Then, over a period of two 
minutes, the images gradually 
were brought into sharp focus. 
Observers 
were 
asked 
to 
identify the pictures as soon as 
they thought them recognizable. 
At middling focus 75 percent of 
the answers were wrong. 
"After a certain amount of 


clearing up of blur," Dr. Bruner 
wrote in a report of their find­ 
ings in the Harvard Alumni Bul­ 
letin, "the subject recognized 
the pictures." However, it was 
apparent that recognition came 
well beyond the point when any­ 
one walking into the room would 
effect immediate recognition. 
For example, 
subjects fre­ 
quently saw a red and silver 
fire hydrant as two wine glasses 
on a damask tablecloth. 
Jack Woolner was sure the 
studies explained one of the 
major reasons hunters some­ 
times mistake other hunters for 
game. He also felt that the re­ 
sults complemented 
and ex­ 
plained the success of fluores­ 
cent blaze orange In the Fort 
Devens tests. 
He had 
previously discussed 
with Dr. Leonard Mead, Profes­ 
sor of Psychology at Tufts Uni­ 
versity, the possibility that peo­ 
ple have the ability to "see" 
objects they want to see. Dr. 
Mead thought it possible for a 
person to conjure up the Image 
of a deer out of the play of light 
and shadow in a woodland. He 
also suggested that it would be 
logical to assume that the illu­ 
sion could be blocked or dis­ 
pelled by something unnatural, 
such as by an unusual color. 
"It follows that a hunter wear­ 
ing fluorescent blaze orange 
could not be mistaken for a deer 
because the color offers no pos­ 
sible clue upon which to base a 
’near-m iss hypothesis.’ Indeed, 
since the fiery fluorescent is 
unlike anything in nature, it 
simply 
has to shout 
‘Man­ 
made!’ ’’

Foresters 
were a little concerned earlier 
about the possibility of fires. 
But general rains hit late in 
the week and more were pre­ 
dicted. Still the men whose Job 
it is to protect the forests urged 
the hunters to be careful with 
their camp fires. 
The 
gun season 
extends 
through the state. 
In forty 
seven 
counties any deer -- 
Bucks, does and fawns -- are 
legal. In the other counties only 
bucks may be taken legally. 
Last year gun hunters killed 
19,232 whitetails on

An ad­ 
ditional 1,487 farm ers hunting 
on their own land, also killed 
deer. 
There were 122,409 gunners 
who took out the special deer 
perm its last year.

"Hiatus nothing. 
Norman Cromer can 
chew 
tobacco, keen a Ult ch of tacks 
in the other side of his mouth 
and drink water at the same 
tim e. 
Kennedy and Crom er 
are 
“ tack spitters** at one of the 
many furniture plants in High 
Point. 
A tack spitter throws a hand­ 
ful of tacks in his mouth, when 
spits them out head first onto a 
magnetized hammer he uses in 
upholstering chairs and sofas. 
The speed of the w orkers is so 
rem arkable that Bill Horne J r ., 
a plant superintendent 
and 
form er tack spitter, said, “ I 
wonder .sometimes when I stand 
off and watch some of the work­ 
ers if a tack is on the end of 
the ham m er every tim e it hits.** 
Horne swallowed a handful of 
tacks once, but it cli iu’t frighten 
him. 
“ Doctors said the acids in my 
stomach 
w'ould dissolve 
the 
tacks. Apparently it did because 
I never had an ill effects from 
it.** 
“ You can work with tacks so 
lo n g /' Horne explained, “ that 
you become unaware they're in 
your mouth. I went to lunch one 
ay and bit down on the food 
before I discovered I had for­ 


gotten to take the tacks out of 
my mouth." 
Tile hick spitter is gradually 
being replaced in some plants 
by w orkers who use stapling 
guns. 
B. O. Emiller, who has been 
spitting tacks since 1930, said, 
“ A lot of the work I do is hand- 
tufted upholstery, and I can do 
a better job with tacks than a 
stapling gun.** 
Bill Davis, 37, a tack spitter 
since he was IG, is exceptionally 
fast and can work with two si aes 
of tacks in his mouth at the 
sam e tim e. 
“ I guess I've swallowed a doz­ 
en or 
more in the past 22 
years,** Davis said. 
The w orkers carry on a run­ 
ning conversation with tacks in 
th eir mouths. 
Kennedy considers 
him self 
lucky, saying: “ I haven't swal­ 
lowed a 
tack in 24 years.** 
John Hussey, a veteran of 27 
y e a rs, said, “ The first tim e I 
swallowed a tack it scared me. 
I've swallowed some since then, 
but I've driven more tacks into 
up left hand."

In Middle O f It 


CHU LAI, South Viet Nam 
(AP) — Marine Capt. Didley 
Thomas once found himself In 
the novel position of directing 
a fire fight between his com­ 
pany and the Viet Cong from 
no 
man's land—directly 
be­ 
tween the opposing forces. 
"I'm afraid we're going to 
lose the old man some day," 
one of the company said. "He's 
too hard a charger." 
Thomas 
stands 
6 
feet 4, 
weighs 240 pounds, and is a 
crack shot. On duty outside war 
zones, he wears sheets of lead 
strapped to his forearms to 
strengthen the muscles for pis­ 
tol matches. His home is in 
Greenwood, Miss. 
There is an old saying in the 
Marine Corps that "If the Corps 
wanted you to have a wife, 
they'd issue one.” 
Thomas followed this precept 
for a time, but finally m a n ,rid 
the woman for him — an expert 
pistol shot. He met her at a pis­ 
tol match. 
Thomas likes to battle Viet 
Cong, whether in a rifle fight or 
by using his civic action teams 
to convince villagers the Ameri­ 
cans are here to help, not en­ 
slave them. 
His 
aggressiveness carries 
through his entire unit. It is Kilo 
Company of the 3rd Battalion, 
7th Marine Regiment, stationed 
at Chu Lai, 340 miles northeast 
of Saigon. 
The men call themselves "the 
Killer Company." Others call 
them "the Purple Heart Compa­ 
ny." 
Nineteen Kilo Marines 
have been wounded since Sept. 
20. One died. 
One of Thomas* lieutenants, 
Jack Lingenfelter of St. Louis, 
Mo., said: 


"Morale in this company can 
be measured by the fighting we 
encounter. When we go on an 
operation and 
there's 
a stiff 
firelight with the Viet 
Cong, 
spirits are high for a week. 
When we go out and it's nothing 
more than a walk in the woods, 
the guys grumble." 
Thomas directs his men from 
the front, rather than from be­ 
hind the rifle platoons, as the 
book advises. It was this pen­ 
chant for being out in front that 
caught him in no man's land. 
He was tar out in front when 
the 
Viet 
Cong opened fire. 
Thomas hit the ground and be­ 
gan calling out enemy positions 
over his field radio. 
A 
platoon 
sergeant 
said: 
"Bullets must have been going 
just inches over him, but he lay 
cool as all hell telling the rifle­ 
men where to shoot." 
The Kilo Company Marines 
are strictly professional when 
they go to war. On a recent two- 
battalion operation they method­ 
ically uncovered and destroyed 
seven 
antipersonnel 
mines 
strewn by the Viet Cong. 
During 
a break while the 
Marines were eating C rations 
on a railroad embankment, a 
single sniper shot flicked dirt 
near Pfc. Bill Cole, an Oklaho­ 
ma boy. Cole looked up with 
mild interest and remarked: 
"He couldn't hit anything at 
that range.” 
The two-battalion operation 
did not turn out well for Filo 
Company. The outfit captured 
two Viet Cong but had not one 
exchange of shots. The occa­ 
sional sniper's bullet was ig­ 
nored because Thomas' men do 
not believe in shooting at what 
they cannot see.

(AP) — The 
overriding issue in the bank 
robbery murder trial of Duane 
E. Pope—was he insane at the

They will maintain, according 
to opening statement declara­ 
tions by the lawyers, that Pope 
was 
a schizoid 
personality, 
catapulted by mental disease 
"into a nightmare of conduct.” 
Prosecutors, who maintain 
that Pope carefully and ration­ 
ally planned and carried out' 
the killings, are expected to call 
on oth^.I?syp)U*ttiC,e*pertsfQr 
rebuttal testimony. 
Pope is charged with killing 
three bank officials and em­ 
ployes and wounding a fourth 
while robbing the Farmers State 
Bank of Big Springs, Neb., of 
some $1,500 last June 4, five 
days after Pope's graduation 
from McPherson, Kan.College. 
U-S. District Atty. Theodore 
Ridding called 50 witnesses be­ 
fore resting the plaintiff's case 
Wednesday. 
By late Friday, 
when the two-week-old trial went 
into recess, the defense had 
'called 29 witnesses, and the pa­ 
rade will resume today. 
Because Pope has admitted in 
a court document the facts of 
the case, including his part in 
the holdup and shootings, the 
trial has been marked by a min­ 
imum of contest over exhibits 
and testimony. Intensive cross­ 
examination of witness has been 
largely absent. 
Pope's lawyers vigorously but 
unsuccessfully sought, 
how­ 
ever, to keep from the jury 
signed statements given by Pope 
to FBI agents shortly after his 
June l l surrender to police in 
Kansas City. In one of the state­ 
ments, Pope said he planned in 
advance to kill the bank person­ 
nel so they would not be alive to 
identify him later.

The volume of Inquires about 
Johnson G rass control began 
in the late Spring and increased 
during the Summer as more and 
more corn acreage was dam­ 
aged by stunt o r MDM, Davis 
reported. 
Corn stunt wras first reported 
in Southeast M issouri In 1963, 
Since that time it has moved 
north and west and by October 
of 1965 was 
reported to be 
present in well over 50 per cent 
of 
M issouri's 
agricultural 
counties. 
Extent of damage is reported 
to be as high as 80 per cent 
in some fields. There are un­ 
verified reports of damage be­ 
ing so severe that some farm ­ 
e r s have plowed up hundreds 
of acres of corn crop which 
they considered to be beyond 
rescue. 
Some of the counties which 
have shown an interest in adop­ 
tion of the Johnson Grass Con­ 
trol Law are Osage, Benton,

An East Cleveland, Ohio, cou­ 
ple, who lost their eyeglasses as 
the ship sank, said finding a 


lifeboat wasn't that easy. 
"We asked several passing 
crewmen, who wore lifejackets, 
'where is a lifeboat?" 
said 
Dale Herman. "Some didn't pay 
any attention to us, but one 
pointed to 
a 
companionway 
leading up to the deck." 
Terry Eliseunson, 22, a St. 


Paul, Minn., secretary, said she 
and a girl friend opened their 
stateroom doors to find the cor­ 
ridor so full of smoke that they 
despaired of leaving that way. 
"I smashed the porthole with 
my fist,” she said. "One crew 
member said we might as well 
give up hope and die because 


that was it." 
They slid down a line into the 
water and remained about 45 
minutes before being picked up 
by a lifeboat from the Bahama 
Star. 
"We were wearing our night­ 
gowns. Some people jumped in 
without clothes," Miss Eliseun­ 


son said. "It was awful — you 
just can't imagine."

MOSCOW (AP) —- The new 
Soviet leaders more than a year 
ago ordered a change <iesigned 
to give farm ers a break and to 
put more food on the tables of 
Russian homes. 
That decision is still being 
sabotaged by old4ine local offi­ 
cials, the magazine Kommunist 
reports. 
Nikita Khrushchev's succes­ 
sors ordered that farm ers once 
more be allowed to work their 
own small private plots of land 
after finishing their chores on

state’ s large collective 
farm s. 
The idea was to encourage the 
farm er to produce more food on 
his own to add to that raised on 
the state’ s farm s. The more the 
farm er could raise and sell 
from his private plot, the more 
he would profit. 
Hie 
Kommunist 
article 
showed how difficult it has been 
.o put this little bit of private 


enterprise 
across. 
It also 
showed how long it can take for 
an order from top Soviet leaders 
to filter down to everyday prac­ 
tice. 
The magazine cited these ex­ 
amples of "gro ss violations" of 
party and government orders: 
Farm ers who legally sell 
produce from their private plots 
have been denounced in local 
papers as 
economic specula­ 
tors. 
Local officials have Illegally 
restricted farmers from obtain­ 
ing the fodder they need for 
livestock raised on their private 
plots. 
Local officials have Illegally 
forced farm ers to sell products 
from their private plots accord­ 
ing to a plan of fixed sales tar­ 
gets. 
Kommunist said it based its 
article on numerous complaints 
from farm ers.

NOVEMBER 
The coming of fall brings a twinge of regret 
for vanished summer.

No warmth, no cheerfullness, no healthful case, 
No comfortable feel in any member— 
No shade, no shine, no butterflies, no bees, 
No fruits, no flowers, no leaves, no birds, 
November! 
Robert Burns, as was his wont, had a more 
affirmative statement of dislike: 
When chill November’s surly blast 
Made fields and forests bare. 
But the negative statement seems to fit the 
mood of the month better. After a summer full 
of growth and activity, and an October gay with 
fall eventvS and colored foliage, November seems 
to be a time of waiting for winter. We seem to 
have left one season, yet are not quite ready for 
another. 
Ahead are the festivals of Thanksgiving and 
Christmas, and all the myriad indoor activities 
of an active and cultured society. Ahead are win­ 
ter sports on ice and snow. But first comes 
November, with its dreary, conditioning wait.

The business community is offended by Presi­ 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson’s announcement tha\ 
aluminum will be sold from the federal gov­ 
ernment’s stockpile. 
Administration officials have denied that this 
action was taken to counter aluminum price 
increases announced by several producers. 
This is hogwash. The action will tend to force 
the price down and the action is retaliatory. 
Still the Johnson administration action is in 
line with its desire to control inflation and 
since the federal government bought the alu­ 
minum in the stockpile it certainly has the right 
to sell it when it pleases. 
What offends the business community is the 
one-sided exertion of anti-inflationary power 
by the administration. The administration itself 
is the worse offender of all as an inflationary 
force. It is expanding federal spending on a 
wide front and otherwise priming the nation’s 
economic pump in prosperous tim es. 
The administration also asks industry to hold 
down prices without exerting any corresponding 
restraint on union labor’s wage demands. 
Nobody but the most ardent Johnson administra­ 
tion supporter would argue that the recent wage 
settlement in the steel industry, imposed with 
direct intervention by the President, was any­ 
thing less than inflationary and imposed without 
regard to guidelines the President himself had 
earlier espoused. 
Both aluminum and steel, whose production 
workers enjoy similar top pay, fringe benefits 
and working conditions, have been comparatively 
depressed industries in recent times. 
They have not been free to raise prices to 
increase their profits to the level of other 
industries participating in prosperity. 
They have been badgered by comparatively low 
profit margins while paying inflationary wages 
and fringe benefits as industrial pacemakers. 
Two presidents - - the late John F. Kennedy 
and Johnson — have used the enormous power 
of the federal government to prevent them 
from raising prices while they were being 
squeezed by high wage costs, tough foreign 
competition, high costs in converting to auto­ 
mation and other adverse economic factors. 
Before the late President Kennedy verbally 
slapped down the nation’s steelmakers, extreme­ 
ly high costs were being forced on the industry 
by inflationary wage settlements fully sup­ 
ported not only by the federal government 
but by public opinion. 
We recall the prelude to one of these settle­ 
ments. 
Big Steel had reported record earnings for 
a quarter. One of the main factors which 
produced these earnings was industrial stock­ 
piling of steel in anticipation of a strike. 
Many* persons looked at the quarterly profit 
figures and immediately concluded that steel’s 
profits were too high and that the steel union’s 
demands were reasonable and should be met. 
Among those who expressed this view to us 
were a school superintendent and an account 


executive for a stock brokerage firm—two 
men whose education and experience should 
have enabled them to express a more rea­ 
soned, temperate and balanced view. 
Then followed the Kennedy confrontation of the 
steel industry in which he denounced a price 
increase as “ irresponsible defiance” and “ ruth­ 
less disregard” of duty. 
Business turned sour on him and the steel 
industry never has recovered from the blows 
struck by him and by public opinion as typically 
but not fairly expressed by the school superin­ 
tendent and the stock broker. 
Johnson’s approach is quieter and smoother 
and not as offensive. 
But the fact remains that the federal govern­ 
ment is tolerant of wage and consumer in­ 
flation but is intolerant of industrial price 
inflation. 
Industries like individuals need to make a profit. 
For one thing their profits should be healthy 
to permit them to grow, to modernize and to 
provide more employment. 
They must be able to do this and to com­ 
pete in order to survive. 
A one-sided national economic policy is self 
defeating. It, in the last analysis, injures the 
very people it superficially, at least, and 
inconsistently seeks to help.

WASHINGTON — The Sec­ 
retary of Defense of the Domin­ 
ican 
Republic, 
Commodore 
Francisco J. Rivera Caminaro, 
has transferred $53,410 from 
Miami to New York with notice 
of the transfer being sent to 
his former home at 4518 Gretna 
Street in Bethesda, Md. 
This column has obtained a 
photostatic copy of the notice 
of transfer sent by the First 
National City Bank of New York 
to “ Francisco J. Rivera” in 
Bethesda. The date of the trans­ 
fer was June 14, 1965. It notes 
that “ a check from the First 
National Bank of Miami credited 
to your account. Amount $53- 
410.00.” The account number 
of the Dominican Secretary of 
Defense is 07615841. 
From Dominican authorities it 
was learned that Commodore 
Rivera Caminaro has been in 
the military services of the 
Republic on a modest salary all 
his life. His salary as Sec- 
reatry of Defense is about $600 
a month. 
The First National City Bank 
of New York has been the of­ 
ficial banker for the Domini­ 
can government for many years. 
Many Latin Americans have 
used Miami banks for deposit­ 
ing funds when they leave their 
country or when making trans­ 
fers from their country. 
Francisco J. Rivera Caminaro 
was formerly naval attache at­ 
tached to the Dominican em­ 
bassy in Washington, at which 
time he lived first at 4631 
River Road, and later at 4518 
Gretna Street, both in sub­ 
urban Maryland. While there, 
a daughter was born to the 
Rivera family, and she was 
named “ Gretna” for the street 
on which they lived. 
WHO IS PRESIDENT? 
Chief problem of the present 
interim Dominican government 
has been that President Hector 
Garcia-Godoy, a moderate, has 
not been able to control his 
Secretary of Defense. This 
column reported Nov. 3 that the 
Pentagon had received “ an in­ 
telligence report that Secretary 
of Defense Rivera Caminaro 
was 
regrouping his forces 
around Santo Domingo as if 
planning a military takeover.” 
The column also reported that 
“ Rivera Caminaro was in com­ 


mand all during the recent mili­ 
tary rule and it was under him 
that political prisoners were 
taken out at night, shot, and 
then dumped into the river. 
It’s become increasingly ob­ 
vious that the United 
States 
will have to 'persuade” the 
right-wing generals 
to step 
down in the same way it per­ 
suaded General Wessln Y Wes- 
sin, the right-wing junta com­ 
mander, to go to Miami. . . . 
Only then will peace, quiet and 
civilian government be restored 
to the beleaguered Dominican 
Republic.” 
Neutral observers emphasize 
that President Hector Garcia- 
Godoy, who was picked by the 
United States to take over dur­ 
ing the Dominican political im­ 
broglio, is doing a statesman­ 
like job but that his chief prob­ 
lem remains the remnants of the 
old Dominican military junta 
under Rivera Caminaro. 
CONGRESSMAN 
EXONERATED 
The most famous 
fine ever 
assessed on a congressman for 
illegal hunting has not only 
been nol-pressed but finally 
cleared up. 
It involves Rep. Bob Sikes of 
Western Florida, a man who 
loves to hunt and who has taken 
a vigorous stand in Congress 
against any regulation of fire­ 
arms under the Dodd Bill. Sikes 
is a part-time major general 
in the reserves, and an expert 
with a shotgun. Hunting on the 
vast Alabama estate of ex- 
Congressman Frank Boykin of 
Mobile in April 1964, Con­ 
gressman Sikes, together with 
Gen. Nathan Twining, former 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, Ed Ball of Jacksonville, 
Fla., and R. A. Learnard, vice 
president of Alcoa, was a r­ 
rested for shooting turkey over 
a baited field. 
Host of the hunt, ex-Congress- 
man Boykin, 
like a proper 
Southern gentleman, didn't want 
to trouble his guests over the 
hunting violation so sent Dick 
Boykin to the county court­ 
house In Chatom to pay the 
fines. It was all supposed to 
be handled very discreetly, but 
a reporter recognized the big 
names on the court record and 
wrote a story that went out on

Parly To Pledge Tough Fight 
For Them in Congress 
Washington, D. C.: — Even 
in the most cynical of labor 
circles they say that Lyndon 
Johnson's word is his bond and 
no one need knock twice at any 
White House door to have it 
redeemed. 
This the President will prove 
early next month when he inter­ 
rupts his rest and recuperation 
to fly 1,800 miles from the 
ranch to San Francisco. There 
he 
will, 
amid 
tumultuous 
cheers, renew his pledges to 
labor as he addresses the na­ 
tional AFL-CIO convention. 
This will be his first speech 
to such a gathering of the 800 
to 900 men who are the real 
power base of American labor. 
They are the national presidents 
and 
their lmmeidate palace 
guards. 
Scores of them are his per­ 
sonal friends, and by this trip 
President Johnson will remind 
them that he is theirs and that 
a friend in power is not a friend 
lost. 
He has not forgotten that some 
of the labor chiefs -- though 
certainly 
not 
all — strode 
vigorously with him when he 
was out of fashion only some 30 
months ago. 
There was that night of April 
18, 1963, when the U. S. Dept, 
of Labor celebrated its 50th 
Anniversary. There were mass 
banquets all over the nation. 
The then vice president was 
hardly permitted to be seen, 
much less heard from at these 
assemblages. 
The agendas at the huge Astor 
and Waldorf dinners in New 
York City ran on a mimeo­ 
graphed minute -by - minute 
timetable. 
At 8:55 p.m. according to the 
Instructions from some bureau­ 
crat: " Presentation of Portfolio 
to Secretary Wirtz. . .Mention 
the fact that you thought he 
would like to have a memento 
of this evening, and read tele­ 
gram from President Kennedy. 
Also, if time permits, message 
from Vice-President Johnson.”

By JIM VAN VAL KEN BURG 
Associated Press Sports W riter 
Coach Bob Devaney has his 
fourth bowl team in tour years 
at Nebraska and Coach Dan 
Devine his fourth bowl team in 
eight years at Missouri, to give 
the Big Eight two representa.

time in its history. 
Nebraska's unbeaten Huskers, 
ranked No. 3 in the nation, were 
pushed to the limit before get­ 
ting a last-minute 21-17 victory 
at Oklahoma state. The Husk­ 
ers voted tor an Orange Bowl 
trip. 
Ninth-ranked Missouri smash­ 
ed a 20-year hex and rode into 
the Sugar Bowl by crushing Ok­ 
lahoma 30-0 at Columbla.lt was 
M issouri's first victory 
over 
Oklahoma at Columbia since 
1954. MU'S most lopsided vic­ 
tory In the long series and Okla­ 
hom a's worst conference defeat 
since 1928. 
The Big Eight landed two 
team s in major bowls in five 
seasons-1948, 1949, 1961,1962 
and 1963—but each time it was 
one New Year's game at the 
Sugar, Orange or Cotton clas­ 
sics in combination with either 
Gator Bowl or Bluebonnet Bowl. 
Missouri is making its ninth 
bowl trip and Nebraska its six­ 
th. M issouri's likely opponent is 
Florida. Nebraska will probably 
play Alabama. 
Improving Colorado, a 2-8 
team under Eddie Crowder the 
past two seasons, clinched third 
place in the Big Eight at 4-2-1 
by defeating stubborn Kansas 
21-14 at Boulder. Iowa State, 
last (dace a year ago, finished 
3-3-1 in the Big Eight by pound­ 
ing Kansas State 38-6 at Ames. 
Missouri needs a victory over 
traditional rival Kansas at Law­ 
rence Saturday to finish 7-2-1 
for the season. Nebraska must 
get by Oklahoma at Lincoln 
Thanksgiving Day tor its first 
perfect season since 1915. 
In other games Saturday Iowa 
State can finish 6-3-1, its second 
best mark under Clay Stapleton 
with a victory at New Mexico. 
Colorado can finish 6-2-2, best 
since the 1961 title team, by win­ 
ning at Air Force.

"A bowl game is a reward 
for a successful season," said 
Devaney when asked about why 
his players didn't go for a re-

"Kansas can tie a ribbon 
around its entire season by 
beating a bowl team ," Devine 
said. "We went into this one 
with great mental attitude. 
"They really wanted to beat 
Oklahoma. It wasn't anything 
connected with a bowl bid;

bowl this week.

That Kills 


A basic cause of the tragedies 
which occur when hunters mis­ 
take other hunters for game 
and shoot them, and the means 
of prevention, have been re­ 
vealed 
dramatically in unre­ 
lated scientific experiments by 
Harvard 
University and 
the 
Massachusetts 
Division 
of 
Fisheries and Game. The com­ 
bined findings, of utmost im­ 
portance to hunters and game 
departments everywhere, are 
described in a story titled "A 
Thing Called Early Blur.’’ 
Written by Frank Woolner, a 
Worchester, 
Massachusetts, 
newspaperman, the story re­ 
veals that the major cause of the 
tragedies are amazing halluci­ 
nations which make it possible 
for any intelligent person, given 
a combination of normal phy­ 
sical and mental factors, to see 
a deer where no deer exists. 
The suggested cure lies in the 
effective use of a man - made 
color which will frustrate the 
factors fostering the halluci­ 
nations. 
The man largely responsible 
for recognizing the importance 
to hunters of the two seem­ 
ingly 
unrelated 
research 
studies involving color and hu­ 
man 
preception is Jack Wool­ 
ner. He is audio-visual aids 
superintendent of the Massa­ 
chusetts Division of Fisheries 
and game and the 
author’s 
brother. Jack Woolner had been 
closely associated with vision 
experts of the American Opti­ 
cal Company and U.S. Strategic 
Army Command troops in a 
series of color tests run at 
Fort Devens, Massachusetts, 
in 1959. These tests proved that 
fluorescent blaze orange was 
the color most likely to insure 
safety for deer hunters in the 
woods. 
As a result, in 1962 Massa­ 
chusetts enacted a law which 
required hunters to wear 200 
square inches of fluorescent 
blaze orange (or red) material 
about the head and shoulders 
during the deer season. Follow­ 
ing this the Bay State went 
through three successive deer- 
hunting seasons without a single 
casualty in the mistaken-for- 
game category. 
About the time the Fort Devens 
color tests were being run, Dr. 
Jerome S. Bruner and Dr. Mary 
Potter, research psychologists 
associated with Harvard Uni­ 
versity’s Center for Cognitive 
Studies, were involved in a study 
of 
preception, including the 
ability of the human eye to 
recognize various objects. 
They rigged a slide projector 
and displayed transparencies on 
a screen. Persons viewing them 
first saw pictures that were in­ 
tentionally hopelessly blurred. 
Then, over a period of two 
minutes, the images gradually 
were brought into sharp focus. 
Observers 
were 
asked 
to 
identify the pictures as soon as 
they thought them recognizable. 
At middling focus 75 percent of 
the answers were wrong. 
"After a certain amount of 


clearing up of blur,’’ Dr. Bruner 
wrote in a report of their find­ 
ings in the Harvard Alumni Bul­ 
letin, "the subject recognized 
the pictures.’* However, it was 
apparent that recognition came 
well beyond the point when any­ 
one walking into the room would 
effect immediate recognition. 
For example, 
subjects fre­ 
quently saw a red and silver 
fire hydrant as two wine glasses 
on a damask tablecloth. 
Jack Woolner was sure the 
studies explained one of the 
major reasons hunters some­ 
times mistake other hunters for 
game. He also felt that the re­ 
sults complemented 
and ex­ 
plained the success of fluores­ 
cent blaze orange in the Fort 
Devens tests. 
He had previously discussed 
with Dr. Leonard Mead, Profes­ 
sor of Psychology at Tufts Uni­ 
versity, the possibility that peo­ 
ple have the ability to "see” 
objects they want to see. Dr. 
Mead thought it possible for a 
person to conjure up the image 
of a deer out of the play of light 
and shadow in a woodland. He 
also suggested that it would be 
logical to assume that the illu­ 
sion could be blocked or dis­ 
pelled by something unnatural, 
such as by an unusual color. 
"It follows that a hunter wear­ 
ing fluorescent blaze orange 
could not be mistaken for a deer 
because the color offers no pos­ 
sible clue upon which to base a 
‘near-m iss hypothesis.’ Indeed, 
since the fiery fluorescent is 
unlike anything in nature, it 
simply 
has to shout 
‘Man- 
made!’ ”

Most of the trees have lost 
their leaves and woods are crisp 
and generally quiet. Foresters 
were a little concerned earlier 
about the possibility of fires. 
But general rains hit late in 
the week and more were pre­ 
dicted. Still the men whose job 
it is to protect the forests urged 
the hunters to be careful with 
their camp fires. 
The 
gun season 
extends 
through the state. 
In forty 
seven 
counties any deer — 
Bucks, does and fawns -- are 
legal. In the other counties only 
bucks may be taken legally. 
Last year gun hunters killed 
19,232 whitetalls on 
special 
deer hunting permits. An ad­ 
ditional 1,487 farm ers hunting 
on their own land, also killed 
deer. 
There were 122,409 gunners 
who took out the special deer 
perm its last year. 
Archers killed 316 deer in 
1964. In their current season, 


running from Oct. 1 through 
Dec. 15, bow and arrow hunters 
have so far bagged 227 deer, 
the state Conservation Com­ 
mission reported. 
Only in the any deer counties 
must hunters have their kills 
checked. 
Conservation biol­ 
ogists want to check the females 
to see how the deer herd is 
getting along in Missouri.

Criticized 


ST. LOUIS (AP) — Defense 
Secretary Robert S. McNama­ 
ra’s order Saturday eliminating 
751 Army reserve units was 
criticized bitterly Sunday by the 
commander of the 102nd Re­ 
serve Infantry Division. 
Maj. Gen. William H. Harri­ 
son said the order put thou­ 
sands of trained men “ on the 
shelf” at a time when the reg­ 
ular Army “ is stretched to its 
full capacity.” He said the order 
should awake Americans “ to 
the increasingly gross misman­ 
agement of national defense.” 
The 102nd, which has 7,500of­ 
ficers and men in Missouri and 
Southern Illinois, is affected by 
the o r d e r . McNamara's an­ 
nouncement said the inactiva­ 
tion of unneeded units would 
free additional trained manpow­ 
er for units required by contin­ 
gency war plants. 
Harrison said, however, that 
no more than 400 men in his di­ 
vision would find other active 
affiliations because other units 
are almost full or do not exist 
in the areas where 102nd units 
are being disbanded. 
He said his division would 
try to form non-pau, no equip­ 
ment units to train men who 
cannot 
find places in other 
units. 
“ We continue to feel an obli­

epilepsy, diabetes, or 
dan­ 
gerous allergic 
reactions to 
certain 
drugs asked for a 


similar emblem. After a busy 
day in the office, Dr. Collins 
processed the emblems at night 
in his home. 
He called them “ medic alert” 
emblems. Today, more 
than 
140,000 persons around 
the 
world are members of the non­ 
profit, charitable Medic Alert 
Foundation. 
Thousands of people have writ­ 
ten Dr. Colli is to say how their 
life was saved bacause of their 
Medic Alert emblem.

steel emblem for neck or wrist.

CHU LAI, South Viet Nam 
(AP) — Marine Capt. DicQey 
Thomas once found himself in 
the novel position of directing 
a fire fight between his com* 
pany and the Viet Cong from 
no man’s land—directly 
be­ 
tween the opposing forces. 
“ I'm afraid we’re going to 
lose the old man some day/’ 
one of the company said. “ He's 
too hard a charger.” 
Thomas 
stands 
6 
feet 4, 
weighs 240 pounds, and is a 
crack shot. On duty outside war 
zones, he wears sheets of lead 
strapped to his forearm s to 
strengthen the muscles for pis* 
tol matches. His home is in 
Greenwood, Miss. 
There is an old saying in the 
Marine Corps that “ If the Corps 
wanted you to have a wife, 
they’d issue one.” 
Thomas followed this precept 
for a time, but finally married 
the woman tor him — an expert 
pistol shot. He met her at a pis* 
tol match. 
Thomas likes to battle Viet 
Cong, whether in a rifle fight or 
by using his civic action teams 
to convince villagers the Ameri­ 
cans are here to help, not en­ 
slave them. 
His 
aggressiveness carries 
through his entire unit. It is Kilo 
Company of the 3rd Battalion, 
7th Marine Regiment, stationed 
at Chu Lai, 340 miles northeast 
of Saigon. 
The men call themselves “ the 
Killer Company.” Others call 
them “ the Purple Heart Compa. 
ny.” 
Nineteen Kilo Marines 
have been wounded since Sept. 
20. One died. 
One of Thomas' lieutenants. 
Jack Lingenfelter of St. Louis, 
Mo., said: 


“ Morale in this company can 
be measured by the fighting we 
encounter. When we go on an 
operation and there's a stiff 
firelight with the Viet 
Cong, 
spirits are high for a week. 
When we go out and it’s nothing 
more than a walk in the woods, 
the guys grumble.” 
Thomas directs his men from 
the front, rather than from be* 
hind the rifle platoons, as the 
book advises. It was this pen* 
chant for being out in front that 
caught him in no man’s land. 
He was far out in front when 
the 
Viet 
Cong opened fire. 
Thomas hit the ground and be* 
gan calling out enemy positions 
over his field radio. 
A 
platoon 
sergeant 
said: 
“ Bullets must have been going 
just inches over him, but he lay 
cool as all hell telling the rifle* 
men where to shoot.” 
The Kile Company Marines 
are strictly professional when 
they go to war. On a recent two* 
battalion operation they method­ 
ically uncovered and destroyed 
seven 
antipersonnel 
mines 
strewn by the Viet Cong. 
During a break while the 
Marines were eating C rations 
on a railroad embankment, a 
single sniper shot flicked dirt 
near Pfc. Bill Cole, an Oklaho­ 
ma boy. Cole looked up with 
mild Interest and remarked: 
“ He couldn't hit anything at 
that range.” 
The two-battalion operation 
did not turn out well for Filo 
Company. The outfit captured 
two Viet Cong but had not one 
exchange of shots. The occa­ 
sional sniper's bullet was ig­ 
nored because Thomas' men do 
not believe in shooting at what 
they cannot see.

(AP) — The 
overriding issue in the bank 
robbery murder trial of Duane 
E. Pope—was he insane at the

Pope is charged with killing 
three bank officials and em­ 
ployes and wounding a fourth 
while robbing the Farm ers State 
Bank of Big Springs, Neb., of 
some $1,500 last June 4, five 
days after Pope's graduation 
from McPherson, Kan.College. 
U £. District Atty. Theodore 
Richling called 50 witnesses be­ 
fore resting the plaintiff’s case 
Wednesday. 
By late Friday, 
when the two-week-old trial went 
into recess, the defense had 
'called 29 witnesses, and the pa­ 
rade will resume today. 
Because Pope has admitted In 
a court document the facts of 
the case, including his part In 
the holdup and shootings, the 
trial has been marked by a min­ 
imum of contest over exhibits 
and testimony. Intensive cross- 
examination of witness has been 
largely absent. 
Pope's lawyers vigorously but 
unsuccessfully sought, 
how­ 
ever, to keep from the jury 
signed statements given by Pope 
to FBI agents shortly after his 
June 11 surrender to police in 
Kansas City. In one of the state­ 
ments, Pope said he planned in 
advance to kill the bank person­ 
nel so they would not be alive to 
Identify him later.

Mart of Lincoln, a bank official 
who makes and repairs guns 
and competes in shooting com­ 
petition as an avocation, and 
Waldo E. Minford, an assistant 
professor at the University of 
Nebraska and a researcher in

Interest Rises In 
Johnson Grass Law 


JEFFERSON CITY — An up­ 
surge of interest by Missouri 
counties for adoption of the 
state's 
local option Johnson 
grass control law has been noted 
by the Missouri Department of 
Agriculture, according to an an­ 
nouncement today by Commis­ 
sioner Dexter Davis. 
Chief reason for the new in­ 
terest, Davis said, seems to be 
the rapid spread of corn viruses 
throughout the state. 
" T h e corn stunt virus and the 
maize dwarf mosaic (MDM) vir­ 
us, appear to be directly traced 
to Johnson Grass as the prin­ 
cipal host weed from which the 
viruses are transm itted,” he 
said. 
The volume of inquires about 
Johnson Grass control began 
in the late Spring and increased 
during the Summer as more and 
more corn acreage was dam­ 
aged by stunt or MDM, Davis 
reported. 
Corn stunt was first reported 
in Southeast Missouri in 1963. 
Since that time it has moved 
north and west and by October 
of 1965 was reported to be 
present in well over 50 per cent 
of 
M issouri's 
agricultural 
counties. 
Extent of damage is reported 
to be as high as 80 per cent 
in some fields. There are un­ 
verified reports of damage be­ 
ing so severe that some farm ­ 
e rs have plowed up hundreds 
of acres of corn crop which 
they considered to be beyond 
rescue. 
Some of the counties which 
have shown an interest in adop­ 
tion of the Johnson Grass Con­ 
trol Law are Osage, Benton, 
Jefferson, Lincoln and Cole. 
Already operating under the 
Law are 14 counties. 


The law, 
after adoption by 
a county, is administered by 
the Department of Agriculture. 
Its main advantage is the re ­ 
quirement for “ total control” , 
that is, control of the weed by 
farm ers, utilities, the highway 
department, drainage districts 
--literally every one on whose 
property the weed is found to 
be growing. Authorities agree 
that such a total program is 
the only effective way to com­ 
bat Johnson grass.

death!” 
The Magic Circle drive leads 
to Shirley Plantation, where one 
of the Old South’s proud man­ 
sions stands on a lawn sloping 
down to the Jam es River. At 
Hopewell, on a bluff overlooking 
the confluence of the Jam es and 
Appomattox Rivers, sits the re­ 
stored Appomattox Manor, which 
Gen. Grant commandeered for 
his staff headquarters and where 
President Lincoln awaited the 
fall of Richmond in 1865. Many 


of the earthen forts remain at 
Petersburg National Battlefield. 
Battery 5, strongest of the Con­ 
federate earthworks, has a rep­ 
lica of “The Dictator” , a power­ 
fu l railroad-borne 13-inch 
mortar. 
Turning west, the road is 
through red earth country of 
pine forests and tobacco fields, 
following much the same route 
as Gen. Lee’s retreating army. 
Disaster struck at Sayler’s Creek 
on April 6 in the last major 
battle which made surrender in­ 
evitable.

random 
thought: 
Hitchcock loves single-word ti­ 
tles. 
Among 
them: “ Black­ 
mail,” “ Murder,” “ Sabotage,” 
’^Suspicion.” 
“ Spellbound,1** 
“ Saboteur,” 
“ Notorious,” 
“ Rope,” “ Psycho.” They read 
almost like a post office bulletin 
board. 
“ It's quite a pile,” Hitchcock 
remarked 
puckishly 
as 
he 
stepped away from the lights 
and appraised the titles. 
Script No. 50 returns the old 
master to the genre he invent­ 
ed: the spy chase. It is a field 
that has been exploited recently 
by Jam es Bond and his various 
imitators in films and televi­ 
sion. But the others can’t carry 
it off quite as well as Hitch, be­ 
cause they portray outlandish 
events outlandishly.
